Yesterday was an anxious day for Atlanta. 

The unexpected suspension of Mr. James, 
and the large circle of depositors that this 
would bring about his closed doors, it was 
feared would disturb confidence and makea 
in on all the banks, 
The day passed without disaster or any- 
thing like it. The banks closed at 2 o’clock 
with more money than they had when they 
opened. Each of them had offers of currency 
from New York. By noon the excitement 
hag entirely died away and all  dan- 
ger was averted, The James suss 
pension remained the topic of dis. 
cussion. Its effect fallson people who are 
jeast able to bear it, and it is feared that they 
wil] not recover all their money.

THB STORY OF THE DAy., 


The Bank Counters Plied With Gold and Ourrency— 
The Merchants Behave Nobly. 


Early yesterday morning the officers of the 


the hour of opening Came, the cashiers, tell- 
ersand directors moved rapidly about behind 
the gilded railings, preparing to meet the 
public les it take what humor it might. 
OQathe upper corner of the street was a 
bank whose - doors were not to 
open. About its pillars had gathered 
in the early gray of the morning, a haggard 


and anxious crowd, that swelled as the hours 4 
In this crowd were angry, tearful: 


went on. 
and curious faces. The closed bank and its 
attendant crowd wasa menace to the great 
and prosperous institutions, whose doors had 
not yetsewupg back on their hinges. And 
the men behind those doors reatized it per- 
fectly. And they were preparing to meet 


it. 

“One, two, three, four, five, six, seven, 
eight!’’ rang the city clock. 

Promptly at the moment the massive doors 
of the banks swung open and the busiuess 
pulse of the city began to beat. 

In every bank everything was in its 
place. Every officer was at his post 
serene and confident. Long rows of bright 
yellow goid pieces, stacks of silver and piles 
of crisp notes, were ranged along the 
counters. The cashiers sat at their desks, 
looking over the field watchfally. The presi- 
dents were in their rooms, in most cases, with 
a couple or so of the advising directors, who 
had dropped in to watch the run of things. 

A ‘TRAGGLING CALL FOR MONEY. 

There were two or three peopie waiting 
about the dgor oteach bank. As the doors 
opened these watchers stepped inside and 
presented checks. They were promptly and 
courteously paid. As they ieft the bank 
there wasaluil. During the next hourthere 
was an Occasional man who dropped into 
each bank with a check. The check was 
recognized and promptly paid. 

From 9:30 o’ciock until 11 there was a com- 
paratively steady stream going in and out of 
the banks. Much of this was made up of 
directors or customers of the banks who called 
to give a surance of couvfidence or to transact 
ordinary business. Mixed here and there in 
the crowd was a depositor who wanted to 

draw all their balances, 
PAYING OUT SILVER BY THE SACKFULS, 

The banks adopted the rule of paying in 
silver where the amounts were not too heavy, 
and thus working off large amounts of silver 
that had accumulated in theirvaults. It was 
no unusual sight to see a lady leaving the 
bank tugging a bag of silver that was almost 
beyond herstrength. Men came out weighted 
with silver sacks on their shoulders. Oftena 
depositor would be unable to carry all his 
silver and would employ a servant to help 
him. It was natura! that the depositors who 
“drew out’’ were ladies or men who were 
notin active business. Not once during the 
day did we see a merchant draw his balances 
out of bank. 

THE EXCITEMENT ABATED EARLY. 

by ll o’clock the excitement had abated. 
It was found that the banks were strong and 
confident, and many who had drawn out of 
one bank placed their money in another 
bank, and so.ne returned it to the very coun~ 
terfrom which they bad taken it. Many 
people who went in with their checks, were 
reassured ‘after entering the bank and tearing 
up their checks went off satisfied. At 12 
o'clock everything was quiet. The draught 
onthe bank was stopped almost entirely. It 
was the exception to see a man issuing from 
the bank doors with his money, and the 
anxiety was over. 

THE DaY’S DEPOSITS COMING IN HEAVY. 

There was some curious feeling asto what 
he day's deposits would amount to. The 
merchants asarule bad been at their stores 
and little had b3en heard from them. 

The merchants as usual proved themselves 
worthy of the occasion. The deposits began 
to pour in about an hour ahead of the usual 
time, and were heavier than usual. Much of 
the money drawn out by depositors had veen 
us:d to pay bills. Some of it nad been 
placed with merchants and their notes taken 
for it. Allofthis found its way back into 
the banks. Every merchant seemed to push 
collections that he might have the more 
money to carry into his bank, and testify his 
confidence in itsstrength and solvency. One 
after another the merchants came in, hand- 
ing. their deposits over® the counter and 
dropping a word of cheer to the officers. 

The money kept pouring in until the gaps 
made by the withdrawing depositors me 
been filled and high water mark struc 
again. This put everything beyond the 
possibility of trouble and the situation was 
once more cleared up. ~ 

OFFERS OF AID FROM ELLEWHEsE, 

To make assurance doubly sure, offers of 
assistance came by telegraph from New York, 
&8soon as it was ascertained there was 4 
possibility of its being needed. 

The first dispatch received was from Mr. 
John Innan, who telegraphed to the Atisnta 
National bank authority to draw for $100,000 
Or more if it was meeded. This dis- 
patch was at once posted, although the 
Atlanta National telegraphed that no assist- 
ance was needed. The Gate City National 
then had telegfams from two correspondents 
tendering currency in any amount. President 
Hill replied with thanks that none was nee«- 

ed. Tne oid Merchants had a dispatch to the 


, Same effect and made the same reply, aod 


@ncther dispatch announcing that $30,000 of 
currency had been shipped to it. Mr. Lowry 
had similar telegrams, as did the Bank of the 
State of Georgia and Messrs. Maddox « 
Rucker. 
During the latter part of the day the banks 
sent miessengers toeach other offering cur- 
rency or any other assistance that was needed. 
The day was over and there had not even 
€D any serious work. 

AMONG THE BANKS YESTERDAY AFTERNOON. 
Mr. Luckie, cashier of the Mercnants 
bank, said: ‘‘We have had some casual 
depositors to withdraw their balances to- 
day, but not a single commercial customer.

President Porter of the Merchadts had a 
cali from a gentleman after banking hours 
who put $2,500 in his hands.

President Hill, of the Gate City National 
was in fine spirits and said: “The demand 
has been very much less on us than we 
thought it might be. Our books show that 
we have opened several new accounts, the 
hew depositors bringing cash in every ing 
Stance. We have taken in about $2,000 in 
silver dollars to-day, showing that the money 
- soendhy ge by the banks is coming right back to 

Cashier McCandless said: “It is hard to see 
how our business has differed to-day from 
the usual run. Our regular customers have 
made their deposits heavier than usual, and 
seein to have drawn lighter than usual. A 
few customers bave drawn their balances. 
We have paid them in gold and currency, 
not using the silver.”’ 

Mr W L Peel, of Maddox, Rucker & Co., 
said: ‘“Wequit this evening with more 
money than we had this morning. That 
covers our case. Our depositors came in 
heavily this evening and gave us more than 
we had paid out. Everything is quiet in our 
section.”’ 

The other banks make about the same re- 
port. Mr Bob Lowry says: ‘‘We have had 
more currency than we needed, and have 
more now than we bad thia morning. There

our depositors have increased their balances,

Mr. James declined last night to make any 
statement for publication. 

; Hesaid: “I do not speak for a day; but | 
-want my word to stand. Therefore, I can 

ae nothing, till | know exactiy what to 
ay. 

The following points may be taken as ac- 
curate: 

1. Mr, James made an assignment because 
the law is different now from what it was 
when he suspended before. He could then 
control his own business. Now a receiver 
could be put on him in one day. Fearing 
that a receiver might be appointed with 
whom he could not work in harmony, he se- 
lected two assignees with whom he could 
heartily co-operate. 

2. The assign § ent wiil be contested in the 
courts, mainly because Mr. James preferred a 
class of bis creditors. He says he preferred 
his regular depositors because they drew no 
interest, but simply confided their money to 
him. Those who took interest, he says, sim- 
ply loaned to him as he in turn loaned to 
others. Mr. Hoke Smith has filed a bill ask- 
ing that the assignment be set aside, anda 
receiver appointed who will puteach creditor 
on the same footing. This bill was submitted 
to Judge Hammond, who declined to hear it 
as he was disqualified, his brother-in-law be- 
ing one of the assignees, The bill was then 
sent out of the city and is now in the hands 
of a judge who has doubtless decided it by 
this time. : 

°. Mr. James’s suspension was not caused 
in Atlanta. On the day he suspended he 
paid out only $22 000. Of thisamount he got 
$15,000 from other banks, (the Merchauts, 
Atlanta National and Lowrys, loaning him 
$5 000 each.) He took in certainly $2,000 in 
deposits. This would leave obly $5,000 of 
net cash paid out on the last-day. This cer- 
tainly could not have seriously inconven 
ienced a bank with nearly haifa million 
deposits. 

i. Mr. James has been unfortunate in spec- 
ulation. His assignment shows that he has 
2 400 shares of Memphis and Charleston stock. 
He stated that he bought this before the 
‘pool’? of two years ago. The stock there- 
fore cost him over 70 cents, Itis now quoted 
at 21 and could not be sold at apy price, if 
forced, He has bought and sold various 
stocks heavily in the past two years, and 
must have been very unfortunate, and must 
owe his suspension to this causa, 

5. The way does not appear clear to paying 
the depositors dollarfor dollar. The assets 
are pretty well cefined and consist mainly of 
real estate. This consists of hisseven stores 
at the foot of his bank block. These rent for 
$17,000. Hevalues them at $200,000, at the 
least. His residence he puts at $60,000. 
Adding the remainder of his real estate to 
this the total valuation of real estate 
is about $340,000. The loans and discounts 
are very light, going to about $60,000. It is 
fair to say that $400 000 is as much as can be 
hoped for from the whole estate. The lia- 
hilities cannot be measured, for no statement 
has yet been prepared. The best estimate 
puts his regular depositors at $140,000 and his 
ceriificate deposits about $300,000. A gen- 
tleman quotes Mr. James as saying that he 
had $700.000 deposits a few montus ago, but a 
month ego he said they would not go beyond 
$./00, 000. 

6 Mr. James’s plans are not yet well de- 
fined. A gentleman who has his confidence 
sivs, bowever, that he has some such pro- 
gramme as this: He will surrender his en- 
tire properly, even his carriages and horses, 
to meet his obligations. He believes—though 
he wiil not say so in terms, that this will pay 
everybody in full. Ifit does he will then 
take his wife’s property, worth, say $75,000, 
and begin business over. If there should be 
a balance stili due depositors, he will give 
his notes for this balance avd pay it in the 
course of his new business. He does not think 
there can be over 10 or 15 percent due depos- 
‘tors after everything is sold. That smal! 
per cent he could handle in his new business. 
These statements do not come directly from 
Mr. James, butthey are believed to be his 
views. It is certain that he has recovered 
bis coolness and his equacimity, and is now 
forging his plans for the future. He has 
made a great deal of money in banking, and 
has lost heavily in speculation. 

SUMMARY OF THE JAMES CASE, 

These are the main points of interest in 
the case of Mr. James. It appears that 
if the preferment clause of the assigument 
stands, the regular depositOrs. will get all 
their money and the other depositors per- 
haps half of theirs. If the creditors all stand 
alike, itis probable they will get something 
between 60 cents and par of their claims, the 
percentage depending on the price ep 
by the real estate, and the Memphis an‘ 
Charleston stock, Whatever balance may be 
dne, it is believed Mr James will cover in the 
new business he wil: start with his wife's 
property. Some of the certificates have been 
sold at 70 and 75 cents in the dollar, Ass

ne Without reyard to the preferment cl ause 
which we do not discuss, the assignees selec 
ted by Mr. James are ca ital men for the 
work in band. They are long-headed and 
sagacious men, of high character and credit, 
studious and attentive.

4:05 @. m.—It is stated that leading bears 
have covered theirshort lines, and in some 
instances have changed their position on the 
market. Foreign bankers continue to report 
large buying orders from England and the 
continent fur bonds and stocks. It is als» 
stated that there has been a good deal of in- 
vestment for parties out of town. It is re- 
ported a large amount of stocks have been 
paid for and withdrawn from the stand. The 
obligations of Fisk & Hatch on the stock ex-~ 
change are very small. 

9:30a.m.—The street has been alive for 
fully half an hour, and at this time there is 
every indication of a brisk day in this finan- 
cial center, The ofliceof Fisk & Hatch is 
open for the admission of all who desire to 
see or consult with the members of the firm, 
but of course no business is transacted beyond 
the receiving of the}rarious claim: against the 
house, and the fixing of a basis of settlement 
ofits contracts. Fisk was interviewed by a 
representative of the associated press, and 
ssid that beyond the statements contained in 
the circular to their creditors, ‘issued last 
night, he could at this moment say but lit- 
tle.

There is no appearance of a flurry on the 
floor, and although the various pools appear 
to be larger than usual, the number of offers 
appear to be equal tothe bids, A talk witha 
few members of the board brought out the 
fact that they believe in higher prices 
today, unless some new failure 
is announced, and no one 
has so far expressed an opinion that this is 
very probable, but at this writing it is im- 
possible to predict what the day may bring 
forth. 

10:15 a.m.—The clearing house committee 
have loan certificates in readiness for instant 
delivery, and expresses a determination to 
use them liberally with a view of re:ieving 
without delay any stringency in the money 
market. Wild talk of closing the stock ex. 
change is treated with well dese: ved ridicule, 
as no necessity exists for such ac‘ion, the 
speculation being in no sense panicky. An 
old member of the bosrd says that the deal! 
ings are much less fiarried than on many 
occasions when no particular reason existed 
for the excitement. An officer of the stock 
exchange states that he has been informed 
by Russell Sage that he will meetevery ‘‘put’’ 
sent in, bat must proceed slowly. 

10:30 a. m —The street has settled down to 
work. There is an absence of idle gazers,and 
the vicinity of the exchange is nolongercum- 
bered with masses of curiosity seekers who 
only served to breed excitement and hinder 
the progress of those who had business on 
the street. The visitors’ galleries are still 
well filled, and the doormen{§are obliged to 
discriminate as to those admitted. A mau- 
jority of these lookivg down on the brokers 
are elegantly dressed ladies. 

THE FAILURE OF HARDY & SONS. 

WALL STREET, 11:05 a m.—H. U. Hardey & 
Sons have just announced their suspension 
to the stock exchange. Stocks are heavy and 
demoralized on the Hardey failure. Lake 
Shore is down to 81. 

10:30 a m.—The share market opened 
weak and feverish, except for 
Western Union and Uaion Pacific. 8t. Paul 
opened 14, lower at 67)4, northwest, 4, at 
101%, Lackawanna, 7, at10934, Lake Shore, 
2\4 at 87, Reading 1'4 at 3134, and Omaha 
L\4 at 2444. This was succeeded by a better 
feeling and a general advance of }4 to 2 per 
centin price. The bankers are buying ex- 
tensively. The sterling exchange market 
continues weak, and rates have been reduced 
to 4854 and 487'4.

11:25 a. m.—The- market showsa rally of 
14 to 244 for some shares, but few stocks are 
heavy. New York Central is selling at 108 
against 110 this morning, while Lake Shore 
is back to 83. Manager Camp, of the clearing 
house, ‘says the banks are availing themselves 
more feely of the new certificates. He 
would not be surprised if $10,000,000 were 
taken to-day. | 

At the sub-treasury $3,500,000 in legal ten- 
ders had been paid out up to noon. This will 
strengthen the bank reserves. 

Advices from London state that since half- 
past four a strong tendency toward American 
siocks, especially in Lake Shore, bas pre- 
vailed.

THREE NECKs NOOSED 
HANGMAN’S HEMP.

The Hanging of Riisy Andersen, Alfred MeColieugh. 
end H:s}8er , James McUulloguh, in Greenvilis 
—Phe Story of Their C-imes and the 
Expiation Made Theref.sr— Etc, 


GREENVILLE, 8S. C., May 16.—{Specia) | — 
James and Alfred McCollough, for the mur- 
der of Ephraim Saxon, and Riley Anderson 
for the murder of Lou Grffith. were hung to- 
day by Sheriff Gilreath, at the usual place ap- 
pointed by law. It seldom happens that three 
men expiate their lives on the gallows at one 
time, and especially so the sad spectacle of a 
atherand son. A rumor spread throughout 
the country that the execution would be pub- 
lic, and from early morn the streets were 
thronged with people. Broad street, on which 
the jail is located, was one moving mass of 
humanity. The Butlerand the Greenville 
Gyards were ordered out for duty, and kept 
the square surrounding the jail clear of all 
persons. 

THE DOOMED MEN, 

The doomed men ate a hearty breakfast and 
rested well during last night. As the clock 
in the belfry of the city hall chimed in sol- 
émn monotones the hour of twelve Sheriff 
Gilreath and a strong guard  accom- 


panied by the Rev. J B Middleton, 
the deomed men and their attorney, J. T. 


Nix, filed into the jail yard and ascended the 
scaffold. Sheriff Gilreath thereupon asked 
them if they desired to say anything. 

Riley Anderson, in a stammeri ng, inaudi- 
ble tone, said he did not kill Lou Griffith and 
that he was ready to die. 

The McCulloughs said they had killed 
Ephriam Saxon, but declared that God had 
forgiven them for the crime. 

The hymn 


‘Father I streteh my hand to Thee, 
No other help I know,”’ é 

Was sung very feelingly. Rev. Goodlett, 
colored, then offered up a fervent prayer end 
the benediction was pronounced by Rav. J. B. 
Middleton. The ministers then bade them 
good bye and the black caps was drawn over 
their heads, 

LAUNCHED INTO ETERNITY. 

Sheriff Gilreath then read the death war- 
rant to them, bade them good bye, descended 
the steps of the scaffold, sprung the trigger 
and in an instant three lives were launched 
into eternity. The drop took place at 12:21 
o’elock and twenty-seven minutes after. 
wards the bodies werag pronounced dead by 
the attending physician, W. R. Jones. They 
were cut down by order of the sheriff, and 
turned over to their friends. The execution 
was private, only a few spectators, to meet 
the requirements of the law, and newspaper 
reporiers were allowed to witness it, 

THE CRIME OF RILEY ANDERSON, 

On the evening of September 26, 1882, a 
young lady ran to the house of Mr J [ Jones 
and told him two boys who bad been picking 
whortleberries in the woods close by, sawa 


woman lying in a copse as if dead. On pro- 
ceeding to thespot Mr Jones found the body 
of an: albino negress, Lou Griffith, the wife 
of Willis Griffith. There were two huge 
gashes in herskull, the hair being makned 
in and mingled with the bicod and brains. 
Signs of a fearful struggle were abundant. 
From a point about thirty feet away were 
the footprints of two persons who had evi- 
dently gotton into close quarters, until the 
spot was reached where lay the dead woman, 
which was spotied all over with human 
blood. A few steps away was the woman’s 
baby, dead. 

The bodies were taken to the house of Riley 
Anderson, an uncle of the dead woman, 
where preparations were made foran inves- 
tigation. Riley Anderson was noted as a pe- 
culiarly inquisitive person, but strange to say 
he would not come near the corpse. Wohen- 
ever he entered the room he would cover his 
eyes with his hands and shudder so visibly 
that attention was atiracted. The sheriff no- 
ticed his conduct and quietly made up his 
mind tbat the uncle of the dead woman was 
her murderer. Under the pretense of look~ 
ing for some necessary ariicle, he found a 
cast off shirt of the suspected man. The 
busom was spattered wiih blocd; but the cul- 
minating evidence was the discovery 
of 4 long white hair on the 
left sieeve of the shirt, correspond- 
ing exactly with that of the dead woman. 
He arrested Anderson as the guilty man. 
Toen the evidence developed that before 
I. .n’s marriage the lecherous uncle threaten 
ed tier with death if she did not yield to him: 
hat his calls upon her were so frequent as to 
alienate her husband; that a separation eas 
sued, the woman re‘urning to the residence 
of her grandfather; that there Anderson is- 
sisted upon her further submission to his 
embraces, with vain protests on the partof 
Lou. Oa the morningof the murdershe was 
on her way toa neighbor's, when she was 
met by Anderson, and declining his further 
attentions, was murdered by the enraged 
man. 

Woen the trial took place abundant evi- 
dence of these facts was laid before the jury. 
After an absence of half an hour the jury er 
turped with its verdict. During this interval 
the prisoner sat in the dock quietly breakiug 
and eating peanuts, apparently enjoying 
them, and leaning forward on the railing ia 
front of bim to talk with his counsel, smiling 
ssveral times during the conversation. An- 
derson is a heavily built man of dark ginger 
bread color with the stoop of heavy labor on 
his shoulders. He is about forty years oid 
and wears a beard three or four inches long 
on his cheeksand chin. He was dressed in a 
clean coarre white cotton shirt without a 
collar, his coat, waistcoat and breeches being 
of dark, coarse cloth, such as is generally 
vorn by farmers, but clean and whole. His 
general appearance was that of an industrious 
and prosperous colored farmer. The fore- 
man of the jury announced the verdict— 
“Guilty.” Anderson stood up at command, 
and kept his eyes fixed on the judge, his face 
showing no emotion whatever. After the 
verdict was announced, he looked about him 
upconcernedly in all directions, and wore a 
general air of listless interest in the pro- 
eeedings. 

JAMES M'CULLOGH 8 BLOOD-LETTING. 

One Saturday nightin Sep‘ember, 1555, a 
fair was given at a of Harrisdn Wil- 
banks, colored, in Greenville. Thespecies of 
entertainment referred to usuallySincludes a 
“hot supper” aud a dance. Admission is free 
and so is the foot exercise. The provender 
is the source of profit. This description of 
hospitality is generally productive of rows. 
There was a large party of colored people at 
Wilbanks’s dwelling. Alfred McCullough, 
James and Sandy, his sone, Ephraim Saxon 
and George Wiliiams were among the at- 
tendants. Shortly after 11 o'clock, just when 
a “set’”’ had ain someone knocked off 
James M : 
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Cullough sdvanced upon Saxor with a kuife. 
George Williams handed Saxon an ear of 
corn. Saxon threw the corn at McCullough 
striking himinthe month, Jim McCullough 
then left the room and went home. After 
James McCullough left Alfred seemed to be 
much incensed against Saxon and declared 
that he intended to kill Saxon and that he 
should not live twenty-four hours. He ex- 
hibited a pistol. Sandy McCullough was 
absent during the quarrel and ficht. 
Alfred McCallough went home Sanda 
shortly before8a m. Alfred McCulloug 
called at the house of Officer Boboand told 
Mrs Bobo her husband made ‘‘a trade” with 
him, and had told him (McCullough) to call 
and geta Smith & Wesson revolver. Mrs 
Bobo handed the weapon tohim. Between 
eight and nine o’clock alfred, in company 
with hisson Henry, a small boy, drove into 
Charles’ stable yard in abuggy. Alfred 
alighted and left Henry to hold his horse 
and began talking to Ben Brown. Alfred 
asked him if Sandy was there. 
Brown replied in the _ affirmative. 
Alfred then went into the stable and spoke 
to Sandy, afer which he came out again and 
resumed the conversation with Brown, 
questioning himin regard to who knocked off 
the hat the night before. Brown could give 
him no satisfaction. While they were talk- 
ing. Sandy came out. Epbraim Saxon, who 
was a hostler at the stable, was sweeping up. 
Sandy had almost finished currying a horse 
for Eph when Alfred McCullough came. 
Sandy stepped out to ask his brother to re- 
turn some borrowed money. As Sandy got 
outside the door James McCullough a 
peared, having entered the yard from the 
rear. He was seen to pass into the stabie, 
Suddenly there was a sharp report. Ben 
Brown turned quickly toward the stable 
door, and saw Saxon fall upon his face in the 
passage between the stalls, only about a foot 
from the hind feet of a horse. The unfortu- 
nate victim then turned over quickly upon 
his back, crossed his legs and lay perfectly 
s'ill, bis head being toward Pendleton street. 
James McCullough, pistol in hand, dashed 
through the stable to the rear door and 
jumped out. 

The oedy was taken to the rear door of the 
stable and placed upon 8 box, 
where a pos!®mortemS was held. 

THE CHASE FOR THE FUGITIVE, 

While the inquest was in progress Captain 
Greer and Sheriff Gilreath were at work. 
They had little difficulty in securing a large 
party to assist them in pursuit, several color- 
ed men volunteering. The posse was divided, 
one group being sent up the Augusta road, 
while Captain Greer and the sheriff started 
toward McCullough’s house, accompanied by 
others. J. T. Daniel informed the officers 
that he had met Jim McCullocgh riding a 
horse very rapidly a short time before. Mr. 
McDaniel asked him what the mat- 
ter was. Hesaid “‘nothing’’ and rode on. 
The officers also discovered that James Mc- 
Cullough had hitched his horse in the Fur- 
man ubdiversity woods before going to the 
gtable. When he had killed Saxon he ran to 
his horse again, remounted and rode off. 
Alfred McCallough is atenant on the place 
of ©. T. Hammond, and occupies a houss 
there. The horse 1riiden by Jim was fonru 
in the stableon his father’s premises. Alfred 
denied that he had evenseen Jim. Captain 
Greer soon found fresh tracks leading from 
the house across the field. The officers were 
com pelled to ave the bank 
and ride some distance from 
the stream. The four colored men kept 
on. Suddenly Captain Greer and the sheriff 
heard the cry ‘‘Here he is! here he 
Captain Greer ranto the spot as soon as 
possible and the sheriff, in his anxiety to 
secureg the prisoner, jumped from his 
borse and pushed down the declivify made 
by the bluff with such rapidity that be turned 
asummersault, But he was soon vn his 
feet. It was found that Joe 
Grant and Alf. Barksdale had 
come upon McCullough crouching 
between some bushes and logs. When he 
saw them he drew his pistol, but Dixon hada 
gun that was loaded with shot and McCul- 
louzh saw that there was no chance, Grant, 
Barksdale and Plummer having seized him, 
Sheriff Gilreath had provided himself with 
handcuffs and soon had them upon the 
prisoner who was immediately brought 
to. «O.s this city and § § lodged in 
jail. The capture was made about half past 
twelve—about three hours afterthe murder. 

The coroners jury implicated Alfred and 
Sandy McCullough as accessories and they 
were also arrested and placed in jail. The 
verdict was as follows: ‘‘We find that the 
said Ephraim Saxon came to his death frog 
the effect of a pistol shot wound, the said pis- 
tol heing in the hands of James McCullough, 
and that Alfred McCullough and Sandy 
mone, eee aiding and abetting the said kil- 
ing. 

James and Alfred McCullough were tried 
and convicted last moath. Sandy McCu! 
lougb, a younger brother, was also convicted 
with them. Subsequently Governor Thomp- 
son commuted his death sentence toa term 
in the penitentiary. An unsuccessful effort 
was made to induce the governor to interpose 
in behalf of the otber two. 

THE THREE MEN SENTENCED. 

Last month at the close of the. court—sen- 
tence day—Riley Anderson, Alfred McCUul 
lough and James McCullough were brought 
from jail to receive their death sentences, a 
s rong force of police and deputies guarding 
chem. Each ofthe three convicts was hand- 
cuffed. Thetwo McCualloughs looked very 
serious and troubled, and seemed to feel their 
position fully. Anderson, while looking 
grave, kept his eyes moving from side to side 
and bore bimseitin such a manner sugges- 
tive of indifference. James and Riley 
Auderson sat in the dock together, 
Anderson settling himself comfortably in a 
corner anc leaning back. Alfred McCullough 
ws given a seat d'rectly in front of the otver 
two. He breathed hard, and held himself 
very erect, his general appearance being that 
of « man struggling to repress his emotion. @& 

Riley Anderson was sentenced first. Whe 
called on to stand up, he did so, leaning 
easily with his arm along the railing of the 
dock, and when asked if he had anything to 
say replied in a low, frightened voice, ‘'i’ve 
got nothing to say no more than I didn’t do 
it aad den’t know nothing about who did do 
it.’ He looked at Judge Hudson intently as 
the sentence was delivered, prefaced by im- 
pressive reminders of the enormity of his 
crime in beating todeath a woman and her 
innocent and heipless baby. 

He wes made to exchange places with Al 
fred McCallough, who stoud up by his son to 
receive sentence, each leaning heavily on the 
railing in fronton bia left band. Alfred 
steaiily kept his eyes 3s they would bein 
the military attitade of ‘‘attention,’’ about 
fifteen steps in front of him, and he was evi- 
dently laboring to take it manfually. his 
breathing being quick and hard. James still 
kept his eyes fixed on the judge's face until 
the first few words of surrow at their position 
indicated what the sentence would be. After 
that he looked only atthe floor in front of 
him. Neither uttered a soand when asked if 
they had anything to say. 

Towards the end of the impressive anc sol- 
emn address Alfred drew a white haneker- 
chief from his pocket and qaickly wiped bis 
eyes. When they sat down both wept qui- 
etly, leaning their heads on the railing. Al- 
fred seemed utterly broken down, but his 
whole bearing was good and evoked many 
expressions of sympathy for him.

THE NEXT DEMOCRATIC CLASH TO 
BE AT CHICAGO. 


Morrison and His Felliew Freq Traders te Posh 
Their Defeat Further—Millions of Free Trade 
Speeehis Being Scattered Through the 
Country—The Day tn the House. 


Wasuineton, May 14.—[Special]—Though 
the striking out of the enacting clause in his 
tdriff bill must have been asevere blow te 
Mr. Morrison it has not convinced him that 
the democrats ought. to let alone a question 
on which they are divided and cordially co- 
operate on the reform of administrative abu- 
ses on which they profess to be unanimous, 
Since the defeat of «the Morrison 
bill, its author, Mr, Carlisle, Mr.. Dorsheimer 
and other men who were foremost in its sap- 
port have been in frequent consultation. 
They realize that the house will have no 


more tariff tinkering at thisjsession and they 
extended cold comfort to that able theorist, 
Mr. Abram 8S. Hewitt, when he brought for- 
ward from its obscurity the pet tariff meas- 
ure he had so often referred toas his ideal. 
The question of tariff agitation for the 
present is quite dead and Mr Hewitt will not 
gain a large reward even of 
notoriety by the introduction of his bill. Mr, 
Morrison, though reticent in his public ex- 
pressions as to the defeat of his bill, has tried 
to show to his friends that after all, they bave 
profited largely. It is said that he admits 
that he saw the impossibility of tariff legisla- 
tion at the start, but thought it would be of 
great value to the party to discuss the ques- 
tien in the house. His esurmise that 
such discussion would bring the 
tariff prominently before the peeple has 
proven correct, if the demand for the speeches 
delivered in congress is any evidence. Such 
a broadcasting of tariff wisdom was never 
known before. Of Mr. Morrison’s speech 
alone, halfa million copies have been ordered, 
Of Frank Hurd’s 250,000 have gone into cir- 
culation. Some cf the best speeches on the 
other side have also been sent out by the 
cart load. Now, Mr. Carlisle and Mr. Morrison 
are counting on great results among the dem- 
ocratic masses from the circulation of these 
speeches. They have resolved to renew the 
struggle in the national convention, and the 
sting of their defeatin the house will spur 
them to extreme demands for a revenue tariff 
plaatform. They will go for some bald decla- 
ration like that made at Cincinnati in 1880, 
On the other hand, the democrats who voted 
to strike out the enacting clause of 
the Merrisou bill are free in expressing them- 
selves in favor of the Ohio platform as the 
proper declaration for the convention to 
make to the country. They say it is em- 
phatic in its demand forreform of the pres- 
ent tariff, but proposes to institute reform 
with a view of laying the duties necessary to 
the support of the government so as inciden- 
tally to protect American labor without foster- 
ing monopolies. An observation of the conduct 
of the two wings of the party in congress can 
leave no doubt that a great struggle must be 
had when the platform of the national con- 
vention comes to be made. Mr. Carlisle hag 
certainly taken more advanced ground to- 
ward the free trade line than he held during 
his active canvass for the speakership. The 
sharp antagonisms of the recent debate have 
intensified in him and in others of his 
way of thinking the tendency toward 
a tariff laid with absolute disregard 
for anything but revenue—which means free 
trade in the common ecceptation of that 
term. Some expression of that kind will be 
tendered to the Chicigo convention as a plat- 
form, and will receive an enthusiastic, if not 
a desperate, support from a large class of pols 
iticians. Then will be raised practically the 
same question which was raised at the openin 
of this session and at every stage oO 
the tariff discussion. It is whether northera 
states essential to democratic success 
can be carried on arevenue tariff platform, 
as the Carlise men propose to lay it. The 
best democratic authorities from these states, 


have stated in congress and will doubtless 


state in the convention that the Ohio plat- 
form is thousands of votes stronger in their 
states than the proposed Carlisle 
and Morrison platform or the platform 
of 1880. The anticipation of a renewal of ~ 
the recent struggle in the party as to the 
proper attitude on the tariff has kept the 
lines well drawn. Each wing will go before 
the convention strong in numbers and in 
convictions. The advocates of the Oh1o plat- 
form willoffer as a common ground of agree- 
ment 4 vigorous assault on the 
corruptions of republican admin- 
istration, of which fresh evidences are 
cropping out in the capital every day. This 
appears to be a minor consideration with the 
extreme tariff reformers. Indeed it is seldom 
heard in their speeches in congress. They 
have fallen in love with their theory of a 
bare revenue tarift and will try to force it on 
the national convention as the one great ques- 
tion for the party to uniteon. In reality it 
is the cnly question the party is split on 
while there is reasonable tariff reform ground 
on which it can easily be consolidated,

was made in the face of $6 0 per ton for coal! 
and from $18 to $25 per thousand for lumber 
and $13 for brick in the wail.

SUBLIMATED REFORM. 


The hair-splitters and the needle sharpen-~ 
ers may usually be depended upon to find 
themselves in the midst of enough trouble to 
make a whole generation melancholy. Give 
a theorist a knack with the pen, and you have 
a person on whom the magezinists depend 
for padding and the republican reformers, so- 
called, for argumenis—etherial padding and 
the sublimation of discussion. The most 
recent hair-splitier and needle-sharpener 
subscribes himself Alexander Johnston, and 
writes to the Princeton Review for the pur- 
pose of informing the country that a new 
centennial in the shape of a second federal 
convention is necessary. Mr, Johnston ex- 
plains why it is necessary. He says that the 
ordinary method®f amending the constitu- 
tion by joint resolution of congress subse- 
guentiy voted onin the various states does 
not work except under very extraordinary 
circumstances. 

Some one well enough acquainted with Mr. 
Johnston to be familiar ought to take that 
gentieman by the ear and explain to him 
that, while the republican party has at- 
tempted to play havoc with the constitution, 
itis only underthe most extraordinary cir- 
cumstances that the people desire that instru- 
mentto be amended. When the necessity 
arises the people, who know fully as much 
about the matter as the magazinists or the 
politicians, are not slow to set the proper 
machinery in motion. That the machinery 
is ample and in perfect working order every 
practical person knows, and when the occa- 
sion arises the fact will be fully demon- 
strated. 

The New York Evening Post, which is it- 
self a hair splitter on various subjects, points 
out that Mr. Johnston will doubtless find it 
more difficult to assemble a federal conven- 
tion than to amend the constitution in 
the ordinary way. Such aconvention can be 
called only on the application of the legisla- 
tures of two-thirds of the states, and the

authority to formulate a democratic platform 
in a bill which met nobody’s views and which 
was defeated by itsown untimeliness. The 
Courier Journal’s Johnny Lowlow declares 
that he will have revenge, and it is pretty 
generally understood that those who imagine 
they have achieved a little importance by 
clinging to Mr. Morrison’s coat-tailsalso want 
revenge. 

We know there is con -iderable agony of one 

sort and another among a few democrats who 
claim to possess not only all the virtue, but 
all the authority of the party; but we arenot 
advised as to the real cause ofthe agony or it 
exact seat. The editor of the Courier-Journal 
jumps around and foams at the mouth and 
declares that sore, but whether 
this soreness is result .of an in- 
Hamed mind or a real bodily 
ailment we do not know. Andsinceourcon- 
feasion has extended thus far, we may as well 
-o on and confess that there are several other 
things concerning which our knowledge is 
incomplete. We do not know why there 
should be any clash at Chicago between dem- 
ocratic delegates; we cannot understand why 
there should be any lack of harmony among 
those whose duty it is tostrengthen and unify 
the party; we cannot conceive why the tariff 
question should be lifted out of its place ag 
an issue of far less importance than demo- 
cratic success and made the paramount issue. 
We hear a good deal about the ‘appeal’ 
that the Morrison men propose to make to 
the national convention, but there 
ig less sanity in the proposed 
appeal than there was in the Morrison bill. 
The Courier-Journal declares that the con- 
vention will be asked to indorse the action 
of those who are responsible for the Morrison 
but as the convention has never been 
called upon to elect congressmen, we cannot 
understand what that body has to do with 
rhe qnestion—if there is any 
question—is between the champions of the 
Morrison bill and their constituents. The 
delegates to the national convention are not 
selected for the purpose of concerning them- 
selves with action of democratic con- 
gressmen; they do not constitute a court of 
appeal, They are elected for the one single 
purpose of furthering the interests of the 
country by placing before the 
honest voters of the republic a_ tick- 
et and a platform which will 
commend themselves to the confidence and 
support of the masses. This is all that a 
democratic convention is expected to do, 
As to the attitude of the twoor three men 
who are recognized the country over as cranks, 
nobody cares, but it seems to us that reputa- 
ble democrats of every stripe of belief, so far 
as-the tariff question is concerned, will think 
twice before they involve the party in an 
entirely unnecessary discussion as to the 
rights and wrongs of those who opposed or 
championed the Morrison bill. 
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the matter.

A Receiver for Paine, Rowland & Oo, Retused on 
the Ground that Thy are not Trader. 

Yesterday Judge Hammond heard the applica- 
tion for receiver in the case of 8, H. Phelan vs 
Paine, Rowland & Co. Mr. Phelan, as is well 
known, is proprietor of the Gate City Stock Ex- 

hange. and Mersrs. Paine, Rowland & Co., con 
neve similar business. Dr. G. W. Harris, it ap- 
rs, had been trading in petroleum oil wiih 
Saiee. Rowland & Co., and had been closed 
out for want of margins and had@ 
a balence of $3:5 10 his credit, which Paine, Ro 
land & Co. votified him was subject to his ord 
Dr. Harris had been trading for Mr, Phelan under 
the initials T Hand so stated to Mr. Paine when 
he put up the last margin. He therefore gave to 
Mr. Phelan an order for the money. The order was 
sept to Mr. Paine by a boy and he refused to pay 
the money over, stating that he would pay it 
only to Dr. Harris. Other events transpired to 
deepen the trouble and Mr. Phelan filed a bill 
asking for a receiver. Mr. C0. C, Green was ap- 
poiated temporary receiver and clos d up the es- 
tablishment. Yesterday’s bearing was to determ- 
ine whether or nota ao .t receiver should 
be appointed. Colonel Newman represented Mr. 
Phelan. Walter R. Brown and opkins ard 
Glenn represented Paine, Rowland & Co. The 
defendants demurred to the bili claimiug tha’ they 
were not a corporation, firm or traders in the 
meaning ofthe law, because the bill did not show 
the defendants to be indebted to the plaintiff in 
any maiured debt payment on which 
had been demanded and refused, and denying 
that they were insolvent or indebted to Mr. Phe- 
lan.

He also 
learned that Paine, Rowlaad & Co. were behind 
with the tel graph compauy, and having had the 
order preseuted for the third time and failing to get 
his muoey applied for the receiver. Sheritf Green's 
attiidavit was that the firm stated when he took 
possession that they bad no money and they turned 
over only $300 worth of furniture.

THE CHEMISTS IN CONVENTION, 


iseemeencteiininenesinsin 
The Body Concisd:s lin Labers and piatlitan to 

Meet in Phiindeiphia. 

Che chemists convention closed its labors 
yesterday after a very interesting and profit- 
able session at which there was a free and 
full discussion of the matters nearest to the 
hearts of the mem bers of the 
profession. The discussion at the session 
night before last wason the methods of de 
termining nitrogen in fertilizers. The gen- 
eral expression of opinion was against anv 
material change from the Washington 
mechod, which is now in use by most of the 
chemists. They agree pretty generally in 
their experimentai results. : 

Yesterday the most important committee 
appointed was one of which Dr.S W Johnson 
was chairman. This was a committee on 
reverted phcsphoric acid and reported 
recommending a slight modification in the 
Washington method of determi ing the 
reverted phosphoric acid, allowing a longer 
time and higher temperature. There is 
nothing binding in the convention’s acts but 
this recommendation will probably be §fol- 
lowed by all the state chemists for the next 
twelve months which will cover the fertilizer 
season. Professor White, the state chemist 
of Georgia, announced bis intention to adopt 
the recommendation. No change was made 
in the method ofdeterming pot ash as the 
chemists are all very well agreed on that. 
The convention passed resolutions of thanks 
to the officers and adjourned to meeton the 
day preceeding the meeting of the American 
association for the advancement of science, 
which will meet in Philadelphia on the 9th 
of August. A committee was appointed by 
the chair to report at that meeting upon the 
propriety of organizing this convention into 
a permanent and separate organization. The 
session of the convention has been an exceed- 
ingly pleasant one. 


WARE’S WICKEDNESS. 


A Young Desperado Kills an Oid, Inoffensive Negro 
Mae—The Details of the Crime. 

Bob Turner, the old negro man who was 
knocked on the bead Saturday night last by 
Eibert Ware, died yesterday morning in the 
ivy street hospital. The difficulty between 
Turner and Ware, it will be remembered by 
those who read Sunday’s ConNsTiTUTION,: Oc- 

late Saturday night on Collisns 
street near Harris and in the neighborhood 
of the Atianta brewery. Turnerwas an old 
man and lived near the place where the diffi- 
culty happened. He was a quiet, hard 
working Oarkey and never interterred with 
oiber people. Ware isa young negro and 
his autograph appears on many pages of the 
register at ~ the city prison. He has 
been charged with almostevery crime Known 
and is generally known asa desperate negro. 
On Saturday night Turner wes guing to his 
home and when near the brewery met 
W are, who was traveling in an 
oppposite direction. Turner, it appears, did 
not see Ware, and as they passed stepped on 
Ware's foot. This angered the voung negro 
and a quarrel ensued, which resuited in 
Ware strikiong Turner overthbe head two or 
three times witn a large stick. The blows 
were hard and knocked Turner down. One 
of them fractured skull. Turner was 
unable to rise, and when found was taken 
direct to the Ivy street hospital where he 
lingered in an unconscious con- 
dition until yesterday morning, when 
he died. Immediately after the difficulty, 
Captain Bagby was informed as to Ware’s 
hiding place and succeeded in arresting him. 
Ware wasconfined in the city prison to 
await the result of Turner’s injuries and soon 
after Turner’s death yesterday morning, a 
warrant charging him with murder was 
sworn out. Ware seems to care very little 
about the matter and declines to talk much 
about it. He says that when he passed 
Turner Saturday night, Turner 
stepped on his foot and then 
demanded an apology. This provoked a 
quarrel aud Turner drewa knife. Ware then 
struck him because he believed that he would 
be killed if he did not defend himself. Cap- 
tain Bagby was busy yesterday accumulating 
evidence in the case for Ware’s preliminary 
trial, which will take place Monday before 
Judge Tanner.

Trouble Brewing Among the Free Labortrs at Ris- 
lug Fawn F uroace. 

Reports reached the city yesterday from 
Rising Fawn furnace, the property largely 
of Senator Brown, that trouvie was brewing 
among the laborers who had heretofore been 
employed to operate those works. When 
Captain. W.D. Grantrecently soldi out his 
lease of a portion of the convicts, Senator 
Brown was one of the purchasers and received 
about seventy-five of the convic's, Having 
already, under his former lease, a sufficient 
force of convicis at the Dade coal mines, he 
proposed toemploy his new gang of con- 
victs at the Lising Fawn fur- 
nace in lieu of the free labor 
upon which he Cad heretofore depended. A 
day or two ago notices were posted at the 
iron works to the effect that in a few days the 
free laborers would be relieved from employ- 
mémt and their places supplied by the con- 
victs. To this brief and peremptory notifica- 
tion the free laborers have taken bitter excep- 
tions and are in a state of excited discontent. 
Some of them are much enraged and are said 
to be counselling resistance by force to the 
work of supplanting them with felons. They 
affirm that the discharge comes upon them 
unprepared and subjects theruselves 
and their families to enforced idle- 
ness and hardships at a very 
critical season of the year. Shey are re- 
ported to have sent aprotest to Senator 
Brown, detailing their grievance, and are 
awaiting his reply. The mejority of the 
men, while ia ill humor over tue state of af- 
fairs, are not disposed to violent demonstra- 
tions, tince they bave been assured that any 
turbulence or interference With the safety 
and proper custody of the convicts would in- 
volve them ina serious conflict with the 
state authorities. Every precaution will be 
taken to guard the convicts, either from per- 
sonal barm or from liberation at the hands 
of the free jaborers. Further details of the 
state of affairs atthe furnace are expected 
to-day.
